Most feeders now 
make two crops of pork in u j ear in- 
,stead of one, as formerly. 


PROPERTIES *OF FOOD. 


How Many Different Aitlcles Enter Into 


tho Composition of C'croal Grains. 


It is of evident, advantage to dealers 


in grain and provisions to understand 
itbo distinctive qualities of the articles 
they handle. The essential elements 
<jf all organic bodies used as food are 
otygen, carbon, nitrogen and earthy 
salts 
variously 
combined. 
Animal 


growth and sustenance is dependent 
both on organic and inorganic bodies. 
Tho albuminous or nitvpgeneous group 
of foods supply formation, sustenance 
and animal heat, only varying in their 
proportions of elements, whether the 
casein of milk, the albumen of peas, 
the flesh of animals, tho gluten of 
wheat or the legnmen of peas. 
The 


oleaginous or non-nitrogenous group, 
including oily matteis, are derived 
Irom both the animal and vegetable 
kingdom, and chiefly supply animal 
heat. The saccharine group is wholly 
vegetable, is analagous to sugar, and 
f omposed of water and carbon. .Starch, 
gum, wood fiber and the cellulose ot 
nil plants can be changed into sugar. 
In the animal S3Tslom they resolve 
ihnnstlvi'S into the oleaginous group. 
'1 lie last group is tho gelatinous, de- 


'd iroin the animal kingdom; only 


gelatin, albumen, and gluten are prop- 
;rties insoluble in alcohol but soluble in 
vater, in the skin it, appeals as a fibrous 
r membranous tissue. Gelatin is con- 
lensod by the action of heat and is sol- 
ible by alkalies. Gluten is insoluble in 
ivater at ociy tcmpc raturo, is soluble 
n acids, and is organized as muscular 
Icsh. Albumen and gluten never ex- 


ipuee acid fermentation. Climate 


las great influence ou the flesh of ani- 


lu, In warm countries it is more 


compact and alkalescent than in other 
:limates; this is to say there is more 
azote in the flesh. The gluten of wheat 
las the same properties as tho fibrous 
mrt of blood and muscles and may be 
separated fi om the flour by repeated 
washings which dissolve the feculoo 
ind saccharine matter. It is elastic 
and ductile and has a librous or mem- 
branous form, and is of a sweet taste. 
The saccharine matter in wheat issolu- 
ole, cr\ stalli/.able, and has the property 
ot passing into \inous fermentation.
